WARRIOR, STATESMAN AND 


JOURNALIST SUDDENLY CALLED 


Death of Gen. S. P. Jennison Marks the Passing 


of a Man Who Has Stood High in the 


Councils of His Country. 


The community was shocked Tues- 


day by the,sudden death* of General 
S. P. Jennison at his residence, Puente 
street, shortly after 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 


His passing removes one of the most 


prominent figures in Covina, a man 
with a brilliant Civil war record, and 
until his removal to Covina active in 
politics and journalism In Minnesota. 
As a lawyer, soldier, journalist, poli- 
tician, statesman and finally a citrus 
fruit grower, General Jennison played 
an unusually important part in af- 
fairs until within a short time of his 
death. His last public appearance was 
as one of the principal speakers at 
the banquet given by the citrus grow-

ers of Southern California in Los An- 
geles in September. 


Prior to his death the general had 


been indisposed for several days, but 
his condition was not considered a- 
larming, In fact only thirty minutes 
before the end came, neighbors heard 
him singing some of his favorite 
songs. 
During the afternoon, Mrs. 


Jennison was away from home for a 
short time and upon her return found 
him sitting dead in his chair with the 
song book from which ho had been 
singing on the table beside him. The 
end had come peacefully and without 
a struggle, a beautiful passing of a 
man who had completed a great life's 
work. 


Ills sons, both of whom wore away 


from homo, will arrive today, and ar- 
rangements have been perfected for 
the funeral services to be huld at the 
residence on Sunday afternoon at 2:IiO 
o'clock. The services, which will be 
simple in character In accord with the 
wishes of the deceased, will be In 
charge of tho R«v. Harry \V. White, 
pastor of the f'ovlna M. E. Church. 


The remains will bo cremated Mon- 


day.

1845-46 he taught school In the town 
of Union, Conn., at $13 per month of 
twenty-six days each, and he enjoyed 
the luxuries of building the school 
fires and boarding around. At the close 
of his college career he became prin- 
cipal of the high school in Concord, N. 
H., for two years, and of Hopkinson 
academy for one year, and then taught 
private schools In Concord while read- 
ing law In the office of Judge Asa Fow- 
ler and Judge H. A. Bellows. He was 
admitted to the bar In January, 1857, 
after an examination by the Supreme 
Court of New Hampshire, and later 
started for Minnesota, hoping to find 
a more lucrative field in which to prac-
